The long jcrie. ctf corre-pondc nee which 
njipe.ired in fjatunla] ;*» Herald, illmtra- 
Img a .metthat (kbgrately the oldadapje, 
thai " doctor* diiter." let* u\ into (he inner 
life of the medical craft, in a way rtptntly 
tttttifittg and itittrnctive. Why il it, a 
fieroun may a*k, that there it frequently 
fount] amongit dodnn, a kind of cWj'nm 
Mift/iriiiii,— a feeling of personal hostility 
anil dislike, teldotu lo lie uhservetl in cor- 
reijiomliin; degree, in other professional 
men ' Two attorney*, or iwu barristers, 
will coolend vigoiirusly agaiuift each 
other, and thereafter amicably distuia the 
result, a* arm in arm they wend their way 
ho i lie wards fruin Court. — Vet, at firat 
sight, it njipenr* lo u* that there is far 
grcaler rraaon for the eniilence. of morbid 
itrttability in the legal prufesaion, lhan in 
the medical. The man or law, like the 
player, it mounted on a (tage before the 
eye* of many men, nod might reaaonably 
be ear used for the octatiunal eshihition 
of something uf the jealous setf-adiaira- 
tiuii.aiid pertunat rivalry, n hich allactan, 
ftoTTt our own it oil. i it* downwards, iiave 
been known tu evince. The actor and 
the lawyer, are the ohierved of all 
ubaertcr*. Their little trip* are 
marked and tinted by many men, wise or 
foolish ; and inch it our commun nature, 
that there ate very few, even wl*e people, 
•rofrrit-nf/y wise lu hear with utter in- 
difference, the laughter uf many fool*. 
Any prufesajuu which brings a man much 
before the public, it greatly generative of 
the " genus irrtlaliile." The public man'* 
blunder?, — tut a rule,— are [talent to all. 
Thoae of the medical craft,— (I a rule, — 
mutt be latent to all. I/the Lawyer blun- 
der* hi* wont, hi* client iBtrripea to unffer 
and complain. If the doctor blundtli Aw 
wortt, hu patient i* provided for, and there 's 
an end. A lawyer may think hi.nvlf 
well oil, if he be not treated to an action \ 
whilst (he doctor, ia uft-iime* inrttetl to 
assist in burying hi* own muviakea. and 
gets gluvea, and liathanda, Tor doing him- 
telf thu* much aervice. If he unly goe* 
through the ihing gravely, be way even 
fre<iuen!ly get credit, fur having dune all 
(hat hin i in ri skill can avail. No doubt 
such a iituatlnn mutt be a trying one, to 
a man of ordinary wniibility, or of little 
experience ; but it it probable thai cuitom 
make* it comjw rati rely ea*j. We have 
cerUinly on one or two occaaiuns, when 
foilowingdepailcilfriendilutheirgravei,aat 
in funeral carriiges, rit-r>-m#to the family 
doctor, who has always looked aa computed 
and aerenr as if he had not done il. Much 
it the strength of human will, in veiling 
the genuine tcntimenl* of the heart. But 
the effort inuat he at once exciting and 
enhauiting. The large aduiiatute of 
manslaughter in tnediral ptirtuiti, may 
prove loo nutch for any but the ftrongeit 
nerve*. The ilighteat insinuation there- 
fore of want uf tkill against a doctor, 
within hit own hearing, will perhapt 
(acting on hi* own eonacioutneis,) make 
him alart aa if you had touched a nerve 
and will fill hit mind with a* much alarm 
a* if one of hit patienla were to cry out 
murder, when presented with hi* phytic. 
We mtrely offer this *J a theory of our 
oivtt, hastily conceived, ant] perhaps not 
sufficitiilly examined, or tested, and, 
therefore, the reader will lake or reject il, 
at his good pleajure. Having no other or 
belter lo offer,— unlet* il be, the ingeui 
mi* Heclney Coachman's " final can*e," 
of W hig and Tory stale quartets, vil. ; 
" Thai il waa alt a malier of 
wittles" — vte mnt leave Ihe mcla- 
phytiu uf ihe queation, to the subtle 
reader, w hi 1st we proceed lu notice tht 
nuhject matter of the correspondence, 
which, lo us, is a* entertaining aa titviiT'i 
Hadle of lhe Book*.
